be made seems to be fully understood, 
and further diplomatic correspondence 
will be to the end af arranging matters 
so that tho wou. tad lrell>£8 of the 
Colombians "will l>? soothed and their 
national treasury enriched. •

Then she asked for the baby, 


which was lying In front of her, and 
he placed It In her arms 
and she 


kiss-/' it. 
After this he turned her 


over on her right sldo and she died. 


Vfl-n Rose hpow. that his wife-was 


dead he dressed himself and left the 
house, leaving the baby In the room 
with Its dead mother. Between Friday 
and Sunday he returned to tho room to 
feed the child. 


"I am ready to be hanged," he de-

In Far-Oft China 
Thcso statements nro substantiat- 


ed by the United States consul at 
Victoria, Abraham E. Smith, who af- 
firms that McCummlngs voluntarily 
signed on June 15, 1903. before the 
German consul at Portland, Oregon, 
for the round voyage to Tslnyu, Chi- 
na. and return aboard tho German 
ship "Alsternlxe." Ho was six weeks 
at the -Chinese port, mado no com- 
plaint, and was under no compulsion.

MAKERS OF MELODY. 


Few of Those Whose Genius Has Won 


the Lasting Admiration of the World 
W«rs Sorh to 
Affluence—Richard 


Wzsner'a Struggle for Fame.

Certainly few people realize how 


liumblo wero the homes, and hard the 
lives, ot many of our moat celebrated 
musicians. 
It must be remembered 


that la the sixteenth and seventeenth 
csnturles the art of music .was too 
great an innovation to bo received at 
once with enthusiasm by tho general 
public; tho composers had to worlc 
rery hard to please their critical audi- 
ences, who needed special education 
before they 
could appreciate 
tho 


charms and Interpret tho meaning of a 
sreat musical composition. The p.oul 
of music must bo.allvo In tho hearts 
or people beforo thoy can understand 
that It In "a kind'of Inarticulate, un- 
fathomable speech, which leads us to 
the edge of the .Infinite and lets us, for 
a moment, gnse Into that." 


The first composer who made any 


impression on tho world was n nntlvo 
of Holland, called Joaquln do I'rez, 
•who lived in I450-152l.'who-taught tho 
first uso of the voice la singing, and 
started vocal music In the principal 
churches and at the courts of the era- 
perors of his day 


But thb greatest composer of tho 


ago was PlerllnBl da Palestrina, who 
was born of very poor parents, about 
tnc year 1324; In the town of I'alcs- 
trlra, near Home. Ho lived a poor 
and, at times, precarious life, and la- 
bored for years to beautify the church 
music, with apparently small result. 


After Palestrlna's . death. In 1504, 


nearly 100 years passed before tho 
birth of another great composer. Then, 
In the year 1G85, two of tho most fa- 
mous mualcans were born—Handel 
and Bach. 


At No. C Xfcholai street, not far 


fronr tho picturesque market placo of 
Halle, in Saxony. George Frederick 
Handel was born Feb. 23, and tho old 
house, which Is still to bo seen, Is 
naturally of great interest. It bears 
a bust of Handel over tho doorway, 
and wreaths of laurel and carving or- 
nament the windows. 


Sebastian Duch was born Into musi- 


cal surroundings. His anccstoro, al- 
though hard-working artisans, were all 
musical, and several gained distinc- 
tion as composers or organists. Uach'a 
father married tho daughter of a fur- 
rier, and lived In tho beautiful town 
of Eisenach, in Saxo-Weimar, where 
their younger son was born. Tho out- 
side of tho cottage bears the follow- 
ing Inscription: "E. S. Bach was born 
on 21 March. 1G85. In this house. Re- 
stored, 1SG8." Tho room, however. In 


t which the musician-was born remains 
unaltered.

"Strange to say, alttiough' theso two 
powerful masters, Handel and Bach, 
wore contemporaries and of tho same 
ago, they neither saw nor even corre- 
sponded with each other. 


After IJach's death at Leipzig In 


1750, the next great musician. wa"a 
Joseph Haydn.-who came of very 
humble birth. His father wan n wheel- 
wrlght and his moth'er a cook; they 
lived in a tlnycottngo thatched with 
.reeds at nohrau, closo to tho river 
Lcltha, which forma the boundary be- 
tween Austria and Hungary. 


Tho neighborhood Is cheerful and 


wooded, and a small row of cottages 
lead from the little market sauaro 
toward tho castle of nohrau. Tho lust 
cottage bears u tablet with the words, 
"To Haydn," as Its only distinction. 
On tho left side of tho door arc four 
small windows, and a Httlo wooden 
Boat; and the front room contains sev- 
eral relics of the great musician, in- 
cluding his portrait on tho wall. In 
this room Joseph Haydn was born in 
the night of March 31, 1732, tho sec- 
ond of fourteen children; and In .this 
bumble homo ho 'spent tho first eight 
yearn of his life. . 


Only once In after years did Haydn 


return to visit his birthplace, and that 
was after he had -maUo $2,00(1 at one 
London concert alone. Ho wait Invited 
by somo friends'in Vienna to accom- 
pany them to Kohrau, and thero he 
found tho old familiar stove where he 


been very'" goofT-lookilig/ which' ac- 
counted .for. tholr son's-beauty. Wolf- 
gang was their youngest flhlld, and 
was born on Jan. 27, 1750,-ln the third 
story of a hotiso In tho Getroido Gaase, 
which'Is now a most Intcrenttnjr Mo- 
zart museum, containing tho piano, 
portraits and manuscripts of the musi- 
cian. ,

. Tho no::t celebrated composer was 
Bcethovon. 
His parents, who wero 


very poor, lived at Bonn, and Uidwls 
was born oh Dec. IB, 1770, In a garret 
In the back part of a house In tha 
Bonn GBBSB, No. L'O. His father held 
somo insignificant musical post In tho 
town, but, being a man of dissipated 
habits, the family Income was very 
small and tho early life of tho com- 
poser was a rough one.

The house has been bought by sev- 


eral of his admirers, arid is now fitted 
up as'a Beethoven museum. It con- 
tains numerous portraits of the musi- 
cian, his family and contemporaries, 
his'piano, quartet 
Instruments, oar 


trumpets, scores, lettero, etc. Tho

centsT' MoreoverS alter Ills' dcafh'.' at 
tho early ago of 31, all his possessions 
wero valued at the sum of $10.25. He 
died less than two years after.Bee- 
thoven, for whom he had a great ad- 
miration, and the graves of the two 
musicians lie within a- few yards of 
each other.

Thesblrthplace of Richard Wagner, 


tho great dramatic composer, was'an 
old house called tho "Red and White 
Lion," In the north port of the town of 
Lelpslc. His parents were not at all 
well off, and his father, who was a 
police magistral", died shortly after 
the birth of their ninth child, ntchard, 
which took place on May 22, 1813. In 
spito of tho struggle agalnnt poverty 
which tho boy had to face, his perse- 
verance and ambition led him to take 
his place eventually In tho ranks of 
tho great masters. 


The Immense success and popular- 


ity of Wagner's operas In the present 
day Is a striking contrast to the oppo- 
Bltion experienced by the composer 
when they first appeared beforo the 
public; Indeed, he had considerable 
difficulty In Undine a conductor who 
would undertake the rjsk of the per* 
formanco of his works.

The greater part of Beethoven's Ufa 


was spent In Vienna, where ho died In 
bis G7th year. A monument of him, 
sitting on a lofty granite'pedestal, 
stands, in tho Beethoven Platz; and 
outside tho city is n shady'path called 
after tho composer, because it waa 
his favorite walk. 


The one great composer native to 


Vienna was Franz Schubert. 
His 


grandfather was a Moravian peasant, 
h s father a parish schoolmaster, and 
nis mother a cook. Kranz was tho 
youngest of fourteen children and was 
born on Jan. 31, 1797, In tho district 
called Lichtenthal, at the house which 
Is now numbered 54 of tho Nussdor- 
fer-StrasBO, on tho right going out 
from tho city.

'• Schubert's llfo was spent principally 
In his natlvp city in a houso not far 
distant from that, of Beethoven. Of 
worldly prosperity an n result of hlu 
genius, Franz Schubert know little. It
